HAWKS DENIES

FOR MATTERN 


Noted Flier Says Present 
Schedule Won’t Permit 


Giving Up Time 

NEW YORK, June 20.—Captain 
Frank. Hawks told the Canadian 
Press early today that he is not 
planning to join in the search be- 
ing made in the North Pacific for 
Jimmy Mattern, missing round-the- 
world flier. 

Reached at the home of friends, 
where he was spending the night 
after flying here today from Mon- 
treal, Capt. Hawks said his pre- 
sent schedule would not permit him 
to join the search for the Texan, 
missing since June 11 when he left 
Khabarovsk, Russia, for Nome, 
Alaska. Reports from Montreal 
said he would leave for the north- 
west coast tomorrow, making a 
single stop at Edmonton. 

The flying captain said that dur- 
ing his brief stay in Canada he had 
made enquiries as to the availa- 
bility of weather reports and route 
data regarding the air course froin 
Alaska southward. He said he 
planned a a long non-stop flight later 
on in the summer and Alaska was 
one of the hopping-off points under | 
consideration. 

Presumably the enquiries by 
Hawks led to the reports that he 
planned an immediate flight to} 
Alaska to lend his long aerial ex- 
perience in the widespread hunt} 
for Mattern.

Viscount Hailsham of Great Bri-

Six countries—Germany, Italy, 
India, China, Mexico and the Irish 
Free State—tendered {full adher- 
ence to the Pittman resolution, 
while numerous others, including 
Britain, Brazil, Czechoslovakia, 
Portugal and Uruguay, agreed on 
the broad principles. 

France, through Jean V. Parmen- 
tier, expressed entire acord with 
the part of the resolution calling for 
stabilizing the international mon- 
etary field and with the clause pro- 
viding for reestablishment of gold, 

France also was ready to study 
the silver question, but considered 
other parts of the resolution so 
“novel” that she wanted to know 
more about them before accepting. 

Senator Pittman was so greatly 
encouraged by the reception of his 
resolution that during the lunch 
recess he told his colleagues he 
thought it would be adopted with a 
few minor changes.

NATURE CANNOT BE IGNORED 

The weather has been doing a turn at crop- 
reducing in some parts of the west. Central and 
northern Alberta have little to complain of, but 
the sun has been blazing down on the open prairie, 
and temperatures of 100 and more in this stage 
do not help to produce bumper crops. 

The damage may not as yet have been serious, 
or irrecoverable, but it produced “scare” enough 
to send prices upward, and is a timely warning 
that other factors than acreage enter into the cal- 
culation of how much wheat we have to sell when 
threshing is over. 

The economic problem is not how to keep down 
or cut down production. The real’ problem is how 
to raise the average standard of living so that the 
benefits of increased production may be distributed, 
and mankind enabled to enjoy to the full the bless- 
ings of nature and the fruits of discovery, invention 
and toil. 

To artificially curb production, of wheat or any 
other useful commodity, is dangerous. Nature may 
happen to curb production at the same time. Thea 
what follows? 


KEEPING ORDER FOR THE TIME 

Washington will not agree to the fixing of an 
official ratio between the dollar and the pound. 

The United States dollar, Washington believes, 
is the most valuable money unit in the world. 
Wherefore the dollar can be left to take care of it- 
self and hold its place, and the lesser currencies 
left to arrange themselves behind it in the order of 
diminishing importance — something like the 
smaller stars which make up the “tail” of a comet. 

The best that the London conference can do 
toward stabilizing exchange for the time, therefore, 
is to adopt measures to “minimize fluctuations” 
between the money units of the nations—frame 
laws, so to speak, which will for the moment pre- 
vent the “stars” wandering too far out of line or 
too far apart, lest the whole combination go to 
pieces, exchange cease to be calculable and trade 
stop for want of a recognized scale of values. 


That of course will be an improvement; any- 
thing would be better than the whirligig antics in 
which the dollar and the pound and the mark and 
the franc have been indulging. It will in degree 
lessen the money speculation in which any trader 
must engage who buys or sells anything outside 
his own country, and will correspondingly better 
the prospects for international trade. 


The arrangement can be only temporary. Some 
ratio will have to be struck for permanent use, 
whatever the basis upon which the ratio is estab- 
lished. The “stars” in the tail of the comet may 
refuse to keep their appointed places, or to even 
remain in the tail of the procession. The British 
pound swept sharply ahead when Washington 
refused to establish fixed relations between it and 
the dollar.

SACRIFICING THE WHEAT- 
GROWER 

The economic intelligence section of the League 
of Nations has made a timely contribution to the 
discussion of why wheat prices are down. A mem- 
orandum prepared by that branch of the League 
has been distributed among the delegates at the 
world economic conference in London. The fol- 
lowing paragraphs are quoted from the memor- 
andum: 

“It is clear that restrictions of imports into the 
industrial countries has intensified the price decline 
on world merkets; production in exporting coun- 
tries cannot be readily controlled and with a 
narrowing of the world market the demand is 
sharply contracted 

“Though the demand for wheat as a human 
foodstuff is inelastic, a sufficient fall in prices 
would stimulate its use as fodder and so in the end 
help to sustain its price; the high price of wheat 
in the importing countries has prevented this devel- 
opment taking place there. 

“Thirdly, the protection given wheat producers 
im the importing states frequently has been a suffi- 
cient safeguard for the least efficient producers 
against foreign competition. These producers grow 
wheat profitably only at high costs and with high 
prices, and as these high prices heve been paid to 
all producers wheat growing becomes a relatively 
profitable industry in these countries and there has 
naturally been # shift into wheat production.” 

This is the matured opinion of the economic 
branch of the League, a permanent body, whose 
business is to investigate just such questions. 

The memorandum points out that a main reason 
for the low prices of wheat is that foreign wheat 
has been shut out of the former great importing 
countries by sky-high tariffs, supplemented by 
bonus systems and “quota” arrangements in the 
interest of home-producers. As a result wheat- 


growing has been made a profitable industry in 
those countries at the expense of the general tax- 
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And France will hardly agree that its | 


payers, and the oversta producer is left without 
a@ market for his surplus. 

What needs to be done is plain enough. The 
countries in Europe which have adopted these hot- 
house methods to stimulate the home production of 
wheat where it canhot be produced economically, 
should be offered tariff inducements to lower their 
barriers and admit wheat from the exporting 
countries. 

That is the natural and ‘logical way to restore 
balance between supply and demand. But present 
indications are that Canada's representatives at 
London have no notion of doing anything of the 
kind. Instead, they are proposing to prohibit 
wheat-production in Canada. 

The issue is clear. Mr. Bennett would order the 
Canadian farmer to grow less wheat rather than 
cut down his tariff against the products of the 
great importing countries and thus secure a larger 
market for Canadian wheat. The interests—to 
say nothing of his liberties—of the Canadian 
wheat-producer are to be sacrificed, rather than 
modify the exclusive tariff our Government has 
built up against the products which the importing 
countries could and would trade for our wheat 
if they were given the chance. 

Once again the farmer is to be made the sacri- 
ficial offering on the altar of high protection.

The Passing Show 
By J. 8. Cowper. 

Canadians will regret that the necessity to com- 
promise, to secure the passage of more needed 
domestic legislation, forced President Roosevelt to 
forego the prospect of securing the broad tariff- 
bargaining powers he requested. It looks now as if 
Congress will adjourn without enacting the tariff 
measure. If so, the hope for a Canada-U.S. pact to 
admit fish and lumber at reduced rates will be 
laid over for another year. 

This is the first failure Roosevelt has met with 
in his amazing seizure of power. Unfortunately it 
is the one which next to inflation, affects Canada 
most vitally. However, with commodities already 
enjoying a 10 per cent or more increase in value 
due to inflating the dollar down to a 90 cent value, 
Canadians are in a better way to work out their 
own salvation. 

Roosevelt has shown such good faith and 
earnestness in carrying out his election pledges and 
his post-election undertakings, that a renewed 
effort to secure tariff-bargaining powers and a will 
to use them for the development of Canada-US. 
trade, is morally certain to follow. 

The marvel is that with a Constitution aimed 
at prohibiting the concentration of power in the 
hands of a president, and with many silent forces 
opposed to him, he has succeeded in attaining so 
much. In political warfare as in military warfare, 
the effect of shock and the power of initiative are 
important. 


* * 

How troubled is the lot of a politician—espec- 
jally if he has had lengthy precedent practice as 
an honest man and a good neighbor—has been 
most eloquently unfolded by Hon. William Atkin- 
son, who recently resigned the portfolio of agri- 
culture in the Tolmie government in British 
Columbia. Hon. Mr. Atkinson, who is known as 
“Bill” by his neighbors, has gone back to his pro- 
fession as an auctioneer. He enlightened a Fraser 
Valley gathering the other day, preceding his work 
as an auctioneer by telling his neighbors why he 
had resigned. 

He said that after some years of trying to raise 
peoples bids by another quarter it distressed him to 
have to spend half a million dollars a year, espec. 
jally when he had to refuse favors to old friends. 
Having frequentiy been tangled up in the House 
by Opposition critics, he had come to the conclusion 
that politics is a game in which the best players 
must be caught young and kept in training for the 
job. He had decided there is more pleasure in 
life in being a good neighbor and taking life easy 
than in being a Minister of the Crown and living 
in the limelight of publicity. 


It's a happy circumstance when Ministers of the 
Crown remember the compulsions of neighborli- 
ness, when in office. One of Hon. Mr. Atkinson’s 
predecessors in office, a former Minister of Finance, 
less than a year ago was advertising to sell himself 
to any purchaser who would give him food and 
shelter. 

* * & 

One of the happy inspirations of a bygone 
Politician with an eye for color was the selection of 
scarlet and gold for the uniforms of the old 
R.N.W.M.P.—now enlarged into the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. Officers in blue or green uniforms 
could never have stirred the pulses of susceptible 
maidens in distress, or appealed to movie scenario 
writers, like the game gallant lads in scarlet. There 
was an intention.at the outset to dress the R.N.W. 
M.P. in uniforms of green. 

Here is the story as told by the late Col. George 
H. Ham, famous raconteur and publicity man for 
the C.P.R. in his book “Reminiscences of a Racon- 
teur.” Col Ham, it must be explained was founder 
of the Winnipeg Tribune so far back as 1879. Ten 
years before he had served in the militia at the 
time of the Fenian Raid. He was a witness of 
much of Canadian history in the making. 

Says he: 

adoption of the scarlet tunic for the 

Mounted Police was an inspiration, and know- 

ing something of the denseness of the official 

mind, I often wondered why such a really 
sensible thing had been done by officialdom in 
selecting a uniform for the Mounted Police. 

It appears that in 1872, the government sent 
Colonel Robertson Ross, commanding the mil- 
itia, to reconnoitre the far west. He made the 
trip oyerland from Winnipeg to the Pacific. 
In his report, which recommended the organ- 
ization of a mounted force to open up the west- 
ern couatry, he explained that prejudice exist- 
¢d among the Indians against the color of the 
dark green uniforms worn by the men of 
Irvine's provisional (rifle) battalion at Fort 
Garry. 


Many of the Indians asked: “Who are those 
soldiers at Red River wearing dark clothes? 
Our brothers who lived there many years ago 
(belonging to a wing of H. M. Sixth Regt. of 
Foot sent to Red River in 1846) wore red coats, 
and we know that the old king's soldiers who 
fought against the Yankees wore red coats, and 
we know that the soldiers of the Great White 
Mother wear red coats now.

Sir John Macdonald appreciated the force of 
this argument and ordered that the color tor 
the Mounted Police tunic be scarlet instead of 
rifle green as at one time proposed. 


The litile force of 300 men had & powerful ally 
in the scarlet tunic, when it came to taking a 
culprit from a@ hostile camp of warriors. We west- 
erners have to thank the Indian mind and the 
shrewd decision of Sir John Macdonald for the bit 
of color on the prairies that means so much in the 
enforcement of law and order.

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Health and Diet Advice

SECONDARY ANEMIA—A VERY COMMON 
SYMPTOM 

Secondary anemia is the most common dis- 
order of the blood. It is easy to tinderstand why 
this is so, because there are more than 20 disases 
and abnormal conditions with which it may be 
associated. The name secondary anemia is used 
when some other disease is known to be the cause 
of anemia. ‘That is, the disease is called first or 
primary and the anemia is called second or sec- 
ondary. 

It is only natural that, when a disorder exists 
somewhere in the body, the blood would also 
suffer, This is most true when the disease brings 
about some interference with the nutrition so that 
the blood making parts are cut off from getting all 
the elements needed or are prevented from using 
some element such as iron, which may be present 
in the body. I mention iron because so many peo- 
ple believe that one with anemia hasn't gotten 
enough iron in his food. The truth is, that he prob- 
ably got just as much iron in his food as anybody 
else in his family, but something prevented him 
from using it to make new, healthy red blood cells. 
Another way in which a disease that may be 
present may affect the blood is by producing pois- 
ons which destroy the red blood cel!s. This may 
oecur in Typhoid Fever, for example. 

In normal health the making of new red blood 
cells exactly balances the wearing out of the old 
ones, but, when anemia is present, the balance is 
upset and the result is that a blood examination 
shows @ lack of the red cells and also a lowering 
of the red coloring in these cells, which coloring 
is called hemoglobin. When this latter is down, the 
patient has a low color index. 

The changes in the blood in secondary anemia 
are that both the red blood cells and the red color- 
ing are reduced; usually the red coloring matter 
is reduced more in proportion than the red cells. 
For example, the red cells may be 30 per cent 
below normal and the color may be 50 per cent of 
normal. During a chronic anemia the forms of 
some of the red cells will be abnormal, and there 
may also be a rise in the white blood cells. All of 
the above facts are what is known as the “blood 
picture.” This does not mean that any photographs 
of the blood have been taken; it only means that 
the doctor knows a certain set of facts about the 
blood which aid him in picturing its condition and 
tell him that the patient has secondary anemia. 

A careful blood examination is the most re- 
liable means of telling whether or not anemia is 
actually present. If you suspect that you may have 
anemia, by all means go and have a blood exam- 
ination made. 

A partial list of some of the causes of chronic 
secondary anemia includes: lack of right kind of 
food; any disorder which hinders the handling of 
food by the assimilative organs such as severe 
indigestion or ulceration of the stomach, or cancer 
ef the stomach; continued loss of blood similar to 
that which occurs with bleeding. piles; tapeworm 
or hookworm infestation; some fevers such as rheu- 
matic fever in children, typhoir fever or malaria; 
& very common cause is any abscessed or pus con- 
dition, such as pus at the roots of teeth, in the 
tonsils, sinuses or around the appendix; tubercu- 
losis, nephritis, arthritis, jaundice, or a specific 
blood infection; poisoning from arsenic, lead or 
murcury; wrong habits of living, such as irregulhr 
and badly combined pick-up meals, lack of sleep, 
late hours, lack of sun and air, a poor place to 
work, constipation, depressing emotions, such as 
fear or worry; or any strain may induce anemia 
of this type, such as bearing too many children, 
nursing them too long, or the growth of a tumor. 
In some women, Pregnancy brings about a sec- 
ondary anemia. 

However, I believe that the one underlying 
cause of most cases of chronic secondary anemia is 
a toxic state of the body. Anemia is due to definite 
toxins which interfere with the normal blood con- 
dition and most patients can be cured through the 
simple plan of eliminating these disease poisons 
from the body.

Answer — There are diseases of 
the scalp or sweat glands that cause 
disagreeable odors. It would be 
wise to consult a skin specialist 
about the condition. It is of course 
impossible to diagnose such cases 
by mail. In ordinary cases of ex- 
cessive oiliness tincture of green 
soap makes a suitable shampoo; an 
astringent scalp tonic should be 
used regularly every other day. A 
dry shampoo may be used between 
the soap and water shampoos. You 
probably need to build up your 
general health in addition to tak- 


ing local treatments.

Wants Plumper Face

Body gains weight but my face re- 
mains thin. HATCHET FACE. 


Answer—The hatchet-shaped face | 


seldom becomes fleshy even when 
the figure does. It is unlikely that 
you will ever have a full face but 
you can keep from becoming very 
thin in the face by avoiding under- 
weight and by stimulating the mus- 
cles of your face by exercise, mas- 
sage and alternate sponging with 
fairly hot and with cold water to 
bring the blood to the surface. 
Facial exercises may include chew- 
ing with head thrown back, thrust- 
ing out and pulling in the lower 
jaw, blowing soap bubbles and an 
alternate stretching and relaxing of 
the mouth with lips closed. Mas- 
gage movements that may help you 
include a firm but gentle rotary 
movement with the heel of the 
hand over tensed cheek muscles, 
and a light patting with cheeks 
puffed out. Results will be slow. 
Be sure to have enough sleep, fresh 
air and outdoor exercise. Don't let 
yourself become nervous or fidg- 
ety.

Housemaid'’s Knees 
Dear Miss Leeds—How can [ get 
rid of housemaid’s knees? They are 
so discolored, crinkled and rough 
that I am ashamed to go bathing. 


I have tried everything without 
success. J. D. 
Answer—Scrub the knees with 


soap and water every night, using 
@ fairly stiff nail brush. Rinse well, 
dry and massage with a lemon or 
peroxide skin cream. Spread more 
of the cream on a clean piece of 
muslin and bandage the knee to 
keep the crea min contact with the 
skin overnight.

On a recent visit to Germany, 
Mr. Sommerville attended an opera | 
performance at which _ Dictator 
Hitler and his right hand man, Cap- 
tain Goering, were seated right 
close to hin. 

“Hitler and Goering posed all 
through the performance as though 
they, instead of those on the stage | 


were the central figures—they were | 


clowning all the time,” said Mr. 


Sommerville. 
CREATION OF WORKERS 

Outlining the events leading up 
to the present situation in Germany, 
Mr. Sommervilie said that the Ger- 
man republic was the creation of 
the workers and the Communists— | 
it was not wanted by the Junkers, 
the big landowners, and the other 
reactionaries. However, in view of 
the feeling against the Kaiser and 
the lack of a single outstanding 
figure in his family, there had been 
no attempt to restore the monarchy.
